Some writers claim that the radios, 
broadcasting everywhere as they do, 
have now fulfilled the scripture which 
says, “That which ye have spoken in 
the ear in closets shall be proclaimed 
upon the housetops,” Luke 12:3. This 
is a daring twist of the truth of this 
and kindred passages. The reference 
here is to the omniscience of God in 
knowing all things, and (2) to the 
omnipotence of God, who will bring 
all supposed secret things into judg- 
ment. 


Religion in Japan 

Shintoism was the state religion of 
Japan and had the support of the 
state. Now banished by an order by 
Gen. MacArthur, Shintoism stands like 
all other religions—on its own legs. 
The 17,500,000 adherents, with 112,970 
shrines, may practice their religion 
only as others share the “freedom of 
religion.” Christianity should now 
have a much brighter future in Japan. 
There are about 400,000 Christians in 
Japan. 


Stewards 
In the light of 1 Cor. 4:1, ministers 
are stewards of the mysteries of God.

Those kings from Daniel’s day until 
the present have proven the Word of 
God to be true.

(2) QUESTIONING THE WILL OF 
GOD. If we doubt what IS the will 
of God, we most assuredly will doubt 
whether or not we are going to receive 
that which we ask of Him. Therefore, 
KNOW the will of God before you make 
your petition. The girl who knows it 
is her mother’s will to buy her a new 
dress will ask for it with buoyant con- 
fidence. But if she is not sure of her 
mother’s mind, she will approach the 
subject with timidity and doubt. Know 
the will of God, then proceed with 
confidence. 1 John 5:14, 15. 

(3) DOUBT IS CAUSED BY LOOK- 
ING UPON SURROUNDING, UN- 
FAVORABLE CIRCUMSTANCES. Un- 
favorable circumstances which defi- 
nitely contradict a positive promise 
of God, are Satan’s atomic bomb in his 
warfare against your faith. With it 
he will completely lay to waste your 
citadel of faith. When God says it will 
be done, but circumstances say it 
can’t be done, we defeat the promise 
of God if we look at the circum- 
stances. When God says, “You are 
healed,” but evidence appears to make 
God a liar, the wise man will take 
God’s word and rejoice in the victory. 
The foolish joins the ranks of Satan’s 
unbelievers and defeats himself. 
Jonah looked at the very unfavorable 
evidences to be found on the inside of 
a whale’s stomach looking out, and 
called them lying vanities. Said he, 
“They that observe lying vanities for- 
sake their own mercy,” Jonah 2:8. So, 
instead of looking at his evident de- 
feat, he said, “I will look again toward 
thy holy temple,” V. 4, and, “I will 
sacrifice unto thee with the voice of 
thanksgiving.” (V. 9.) And when Jonah 
looked to God, right through the 
whale’s belly, and through several 
fathoms of deep sea water, and 
through the eyes of a backslidden, 
but repentant preacher, and raised the 
voice of PRAISE unto the Lord, all 
doubts fled, faith swept in, and he was 
delivered. 

Let us look at Peter, who doubted 
right in the middle of his greatest 
triumph of faith. Matt. 14:22-33. I 
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have often asked the question while 
teaching faith from this scripture, 
“Now, did Peter actually walk on the 
water?” And more often than not 
the answer has been “No!” But Peter 
DID walk on the water! It is one of 
the greatest acts of faith recorded 
in all of religious history. For Jesus to 
walk on the water was a miracle, but 
for Peter to walk on the water was 
e.en a greater miracle, for he was 
entirely human, and did not have the 
divine attributes of Jesus. If any of 
you question the greatness. of this 
miracle, I might ask, How many of you 
feel that you could actually step out 
of a boat in the midst of a stormy 
sea and walk on the boisterous waves? 
The Word says, “And when Peter was 
come down out of the ship, he walked 
on the water ...” Yes, Peter here 
performs one of the great miracles of 
all times, yet in the midst of this tri- 
umphant march of victory his faith 
failed and he began to sink toward 
Spiritual failure and death. WHY? 
Because he DOUBTED! Hear the words 
of Jesus, more in sorrow, it seems, 
than in rebuke, “O thou of little faith, 
WHEREFORE DIDST THOU DOUBT?” 
So, we also ask, just what caused Peter 
to doubt? for we have doubts, too, and 
if we can see what upset Peter, per- 
haps we can avoid the same pitfall. 
Let us answer that question by first 
asking and answering another one. 

WHAT GAVE PETER SUCH VIC- 
TORIOUS FAITH? 

He was not in a praise service, or 
a faith-filled prayer meeting. He was 
in a boat filled with fearful men. He 
was not in a valley of beautiful trees 
and mountains and flowers, and an 
atmosphere conducive to a peaceful 
trust in God. He was in the midst of 
a stormy and very dangerous sea, 
but he had just discovered that Jesus 
was with them! Happy indeed is that 
man or woman who, when his bark 
is being tossed on the boisterous 
waves of an extremely fearsome trial, 
discovers the joyous and glorious fact 
that Jesus is always with him in his 
hour of trial; and while we are tossed 
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to and fro by the storm, He is walking 
peacefully over it all, ready to bolster 
our faith and still the storm! 

So Peter’s faith was restored by 
recognizing the presence of Jesus. 
Then his faith was suddenly made 
supernaturally great by believing the 
Word of the Lord when He said, 
“Come,” and by fixing his eyes stead- 
fastly on Jesus as he stepped forth to 
obey that word. Our greatest triumphs 
of faith have come in those precious 
and never-to-be-forgotten moments, 
when some promise or command of 
the Word has suddenly become very 
real and living to us, and, filled with 
faith, we have fixed our eyes upon the 
Lord and boldly stepped forth “to go 
to Jesus.” Someone has said that 
faith is when we step out onto nothing 
and find Jesus there. So then, WHY 
DID PETER DOUBT? 

Even as keeping his eyes fixed on 
Jesus, in spite of the storm, was the 
cause of Peter’s faith, so taking his 
eyes off Jesus because of the storm, 
was the cause of his doubt and failure. 
Knowing the character of Peter, one 
could easily imagine that he turned 
around to grin triumphantly at his 
companions in the boat, and thus, 
through pride, lost his spiritual con- 
tact and began to sink. But the ac- 
count does not say that it happened 
that way. What it does reveal to us 
is that he was “afraid.” Fear is the 
direct opposite of faith, and will in- 
variably lead us to disaster. FEAR— 


DOUBT! they are bed mates. Fear nay 


the burning fever in that child is go 
ing to end in death, even though the 
pastor has prayed. Fear that that 
persistent irritation is going to be a 
cancer. Fear that those stomach pains 
are proof of ulcers. Fear that the 
plague is going to strike your home. 
Afraid to testify, because of the opin- 
ion of others. We doubt our salva- 
tion; we doubt our healing; we doubt 
our baptism; above all, we doubt that 
the Lord will do what He has definite- 
ly promised to do. 

The glorious promises of Psalm 91,

In the City of Atlanta, Georgia 


In the year of 1938, I was state over- 
seer of the Church of God in Georgia 
and lived in Atlanta. U. D. Tidwell, 
now state overseer of Tennessee, was 
pastor of our only local church in At- 
lanta, located on Sixth Street ina 
frame building valued at approxi- 
mately $4,000..In the earlier part of 
that year, we had 128 members in the 
local church. In December of the same 
year, there were 213 members. 


G. R. Watson, now serving his fourth 
year as state overseer of Missouri, was 
clerk and treasurer for the local 
church. In the spring of 1938, the Lord 
laid it on his heart to conduct a re- 
vival in Riverside, a suburb of Atlanta. 
He and the pastor, Brother Tidwell, 
talked to me about furnishing a tent 
for a revival in Riverside, and they 
asked for the smallest tent we had in 
the State, which tent was sent to At- 
lanta; but at the first service they 
found that the tent was too small. The 
Lord blessed in a wonderful way, and 
our second church in Atlanta, Georgia, 
was organized in the fall of 1938. They 
began immediately to build a new 
church house. Brother Watson pas- 
tored the new church, and within one 
year it had developed into a very fine, 
strong, self-supporting church, housed 
in a modern, beautiful, frame build- 
ing, which was later converted into a 
fine brick veneer. 

The church members on Sixth 


Street were talking of building a new 
church house, and they began to raise 


Qeonev. They purchased a lot on 


Hemphill Avenue, but no building was 
started until H. L. Whittington was 
appointed pastor of the Sixth Street 
church. He immediately began to boost 
the dragging building program; pur- 
chased other lots adjoining those al- 
ready owned: by the church; put on a 
daily broadcast, and the Lord began 
to bless in a way. Probably no other 
radio program in the City of Atlanta, 
was listened to more than the Church 
of God program conducted by Brother 
Whittington, with music and singing 
by the LaFevre Trio. The building 
committee resigned and the building 
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of the church house and parsonage 
was turned over to the pastor, who 
went to work, and they built a fine 
church house on Hemphill Avenue, 
and a nine-room brick parsonage. The 
property is now valued at $70,000. 

A. M. Phillips has been pastor of the 
Hemphill church for the last three 
years, and the Lord has continued to 
bless the work in a marvelous way. 
Brother Phillips is a man of vision. He 
loves the Lord and likes to see His 
work progress. He has no selfish mo- 
tives in his work and wants to see 
every church organized in Atlanta 
that possibly can be. He is not only 
willing to transfer members from his 
church to help start a new work, but 
lends every aid and assistance in rais- 
ing funds for new buildings, boosting 
revivals and putting over the new 
work. I do not know the history of the 
new churches in Atlanta, but we now 
have seven churches there. Six of 
them own their buildings; the seventh 
was organized about two months ago 
and they are raising funds and will 
soon start their new building. 


Hemphill Avenue 

This church has a membership of 
507. The church has been very liberal 
in helping other local congregations 
to get started. They have supported 
the work in a general way, and the 
Lord is blessing them for their gene- 
rosity and liberality. In a recent re- 
vival, God gave them more than one 
hundred new members. 


Riverside 
Brother T. W. Godwin is pastor of 
the Riverside church. Their church 
house is valued at $12,000 and their 
parsonage at $5,000. They have about 
250 members. 


Southside 
Reverend Carter is pastor of the 
South Side church, and they have a 
church building worth about $5,000. 


Grant Park 
Sister Largin preaches at this 
church, and they have a very nice, new 
brick church house valued at $18,- 
000, with a membership of 120.

Avondale 
This chureh is pastored by E. H. 
Miles and their church property is 
valued at $5,500. 


Marvin Street 

A. J. Williams is pastor of this 
church. They have a church building 
valued at $2,500. 

Mill 

This is a new church, about two 
months old. Brother Watkins is their 
pastor, and I understand they have 
good prospects for a future work. They 
have already raised a nice sum on a 
new church house and will start build- 
ing at an early date. 

The work being done in Atlanta, 
Georgia, is an example of what can be 
done in the big cities of America, and 
is being done in cities other than At- 
lanta. Eight years ago they had only 
one small local church (on Sixth 
Street) with 128 members and approxi- 
mately $4,000 worth of church prop- 
erty and the church was barely able to 
support its pastor. Today we have sev- 
en churches, with about 1,000 members 
and $118,000 worth of church prop- 
erty. The idea of having only one or 
two churches in a large city is a self- 
ish idea. The pastors of the Hemphill 
church possibly could have held every- 
thing in the city for the one local 
church, but they have had pastors 
with visions, who desired to see souls 
saved and to see the Church grow. The 
Lord has blessed in a marvelous way 
in the City of Atlanta, but their work 
is not finished. There is yet room for 
more churches, and more members in 
the seven already organized. 


P. S. Brother A. M. Philips, pastor 
of the Hemphill Avenue church in At- 
lanta, told me today, barely in time to 
get this postscript in, that they were 
purchasing a Baptist church in the 
City, and getting ready to set in order 
the eighth church of God in Atlanta, 
Georgia. In the above article I also 
forgot to mention that the State of 
Georgia recently purchased a state 
parsonage there at a cost of $14,500. 
They also own a nice home, the pres- 
ent state parsonage, where the Y.P.E. 
and Sunday School state superintend- 
ent will live. 
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Living Near to the Heart of God 


We read in Col. 3:3, “For ye are 
dead, and your life is hid with Christ 
in God.” In John 14:20 Jesus said, “At 
that day ye shall know thatIam in 
my Father, and ye inme, and Iin 
you.”

That night in the Philippian jail, the 
jailor cried out to Paul and Silas, 
“What must I do to be saved?” But 
on the road to Damascus, in the dust 
of the road, with a blazing sun o’er- 
head, a haughty, arrogant man lay 
looking up into the face of Jesus, 
hearing His voice, “Saul, Saul, why 
persecutest thou me? It is hard for 
thee to kick against the pricks.” And 
Saul, trembling and astonished, com- 
mitted himself to these words, Lord, 
what wilt Thou have me to do?” All 
the kick gone, all the prick gone, as 
he moved near to the heart of God. No 
longer “What must I do?” but “What 
wilt thou have me to do?” 

Out on the Washington desert, 
where everything was dry, oh, so very 
dry, I said, “Lord will I ever live again? 
Only Thou knowest. Can this be a part 
of your plan for me?” Again, on the 
mountainside, on the Oregon Trail,

when we were skidding on the ice and 
snow, and husband and I had to dig 
buckets of dirt from under four feet 
of snow to put in front of the wheels 
to give them traction, I looked up and 
said, “I’m hid in Thee, dear Lord, 
doubly hid, near Thy heart. So I will 
not kick against the pricks.” People 
driving by on that slick mountain road 
dared not stop to assist us, but He, 
Whose I am, saw us there in our dis- 
tress and came to our rescue. 


The dear, precious Bible is our out- 
line to this triumphant place near to 
the heart of God. Much drawing nigh 
unto Him and sitting at His dear feet, 
as He tells in His Word, causes Him 
to increase as we ourselves decrease.

The greatest book in existence is the 
Bible.

Of the mil- 
lions that are sold, I am afraid only 
a few are being investigated; the oth- 
ers are used for decoration, or selfish 
purposes. During the investigation, one 
will find himself a sinner. His destiny 
is coming, he has to face a judgment 
with no hope of life. Then in the dark- 
ness, the penitent reader’s eyes find 
these words, “For God so loved the 


Qos, that he gave his only begotten 


Son, that whosoever believeth in him 
should not perish, but have everlast- 
ing life.” So, instead of darkness, de- 
spair, and misery, the Bible brings 
hope, peace, joy, and a ray of sun- 
shine to all who will investigate it. 
There are more spiritual diamonds in 
the Bible than natural ones in the 
mines of South Africa, but as one digs 
for the natural diamonds; likewise, he 
must dig into the Bible to find the 
spiritual diamonds. 

The next letter is “B.” After you

nigh thy dwelling,” are all based on 
a condition, and that condition is 
complete trust in the Lord, without 
fear or doubt. “He that dwelleth in 
the secret place of the most High .. .” 
That means a trusting, praying, abid- 
ing Christian. “Because thou hast 
made the Lord—even the most High, 
thy habitation . . .” These are the 
reasons given by the Lord for His 
all-abiding protection from plague and 
danger.

Scriptures that may yet remain un- 

distributed. 

The Rev. Choreorn Sakoongan, a 
member of the Society’s translation 
and revision committee, and one of the 
ablest men in all Siam, was drowned 
when a torpedo hit a steamer on 
which he was traveling to Bangkok. 
For three years prior to the war, Mr. 
Sakoongan had done very valuable 
work in the translation and the re- 
vision of the books of the Old Testa- 
ment. 

The churches in Siam are in a 
flourishing condition, according to Mr. 
Gittasan, who, as Moderator of the 
General Assembly, visited practically 

very church in the country during 
he war. More money was given by the 
church members for the support of 
the gospel than ever before. In many 
places, property was destroyed and in 
others Christians were not allowed to 
come together for religious services, 
and although every one had less 
money than before the war, like the 
good Samaritan, they shared with 
those less fortunate. Native Christians 
had remained most faithful in those 
cities where the bombings had been 
heaviest, according to Mr. Gittasan’s 
report. 

The American Bible Society will 
shortly be sending a secretary to su- 
pervise its work again in Siam. Bible 
work was begun there over a century 
ago, in 1837. The Society’s agency was 
established in 1890 in Bangkok.
